Deeir Mr. Weisberg: 


This is in response finally to your letter of 
Dec. 26.

I did call Jerry Agel and got a 
copy of the book. I will of course carefully consider the 
best reviewer . 


In general, I have the highest regard for your 
ccanmitment to what you are doing and to your zeal. I would 
suggest we let the matter rest there eind not continue the 
discussion of who is doing what and who should get credit 
for it. The importeuit thing it seems to me is to to try 
to breaik through to the American people.
